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to  select  a  site  that  is  already 
umareo,  ir  necessary,  clear  a  circle  10  feet  across  to  bare  dirt,  being 
sure  to  remove  all  burnable  material. 

>  Keep  your  fire  small;  use  a  fire  pan  or  an  existing  fire  ring,  rather  than 
building  a  new  one. 

>  Build  your  fire  on  level  ground  away  from  steep  slopes,  rotten  logs, 
stumps,  dry  grass,  and  litter. 

>  Never  build  a  fire  on  a  windy  day! 

>  Never  leave  a  campfire  unattended. 

>  Put  your  fire  OUT  COLD.  Separate  embers,  mix  and  stir  the  coals 
with  water. 


Make  sure  the  fire  is  OUT  COLD  by  feeling  ashes  with 
your  hands.  Scatter  the  cold  ashes  and  any  rocks 
used  as  a  fire  ring. 


ALWAYS  be  aware  of  current  fire  conditions. 
When  visiting  Coronado  National  Forest,  contact 
the  local  Forest  Service  office  for  information 
about  required  permits,  smoking  and  fire 
restrictions,  and  current  fire  hazards. 


Welcome  to  Tonto  National  Forest... 

This  atlas  provides  coverage  to  every  7  1 /2-minute  quadrangle  intersecting  Tonto  National  Forest  boundaries, 
as  well  as  any  adjacent  quads  which  may  be  necessary  to  convey  important  access  information.  Tonto 
National  Forest  lies  in  central  Arizona  and  consists  of  99  quadrangles  covering  6  ranger  districts:  Cave 
Creek,  Globe,  Mesa,  Payson,  Pleasant  Valley,  and  Tonto  Basin.  Tonto  National  Forest  encompasses  almost 
3  million  acres  of  rugged  country,  ranging  from  saguaro  cactus-studded  desert  to  pine-forested  mountains 
beneath  the  Mogollon  Rim  connected  by  a  series  of  scenic  drives.  This  unique  variety  in  vegetation  and 
range  in  altitude  (from  1,300  to  7,900  feet)  offers  outstanding  recreational  opportunities  throughout  the  year. 
There  are  over  29,000  acres  of  lakes  in  the  desert,  including  Theodore  Roosevelt,  Apache,  Canyon,  and 
Saguaro  lakes.  Due  to  the  rapidly  changing  environment,  forest  users  are  faced  with  safety  factors  with 
which  they  should  be  familiar. 


For  Your  Safety 

Tonto  National  Forest  is  a  great  place  to  explore  and  enjoy.  But  sometimes  it  is  easy  to  forget  that  the 
forest  is  a  wild  and  potentially  dangerous  place.  Safety  is  an  important  part  of  any  forest  visit.  Take 
responsibility  for  your  safety  by  following  these  suggestions: 


>  Get  maps  and  other 
information  before  starting 
on  your  hike  or  trip,  and 
leave  your  itinerary  with 
someone  at  home. 

>  If  you  become  lost,  stay  in 
one  place  so  it  will  be  easier  to  find  you. 

>  When  driving,  stay  on  your  side  of  the 
road  and  never  pass  on  curves.  Watch 
out  for  road  hazards.  Follow  the  speed 
limits.  Stay  on  designated  roads 
and  trails. 

>  Learn  to  recognize  and  avoid 
rattlesnakes,  poison  ivy,  and 
poison  oak. 


>  Some  areas  of  the  forest  are  considered 
bear  country.  Keep  food  out  of  sight  in  the 
trunk  of  your  vehicle  with  windows  and 
doors  closed.  In  remote  areas,  hang  food 
from  a  high  tree  branch  or  use  a  bear- 
proof  canister.  Sleep  well  away  from 
cooking  areas  and  food  supply  so  no 
odors  linger  near  you. 

>  It  is  important  to  stay 
hydrated,  but  do  not  drink 
untreated  water;  you  may 
ingest  microscopic 
parasites  such  as  Giardia, 
which  can  cause  diarrhea, 
fatigue,  intestinal  gas,  cramps,  nausea, 
and  loss  of  appetite. 


Motorized  Recreation 

Explore  and  enjoy  the  more  remote  areas  of  the  national  forest  using  your  sport  utility/4-wheel  drive  vehicle, 
trail  bike,  or  all-terrain  vehicle  (ATV).  A  good  portion  of  unimproved  (high-clearance)  roads  on  the  forest  are 
open  to  off-highway  vehicle  (OHV)  use  unless  otherwise  blocked,  signed,  or  gated.  There  are  also  some 
designated  motorized  use  trails.  The  key  to  responsible  use  is  to  remain  on  designated  roads  and  trails. 

Arizona  law  requires  off-highway  registration  or  DMV-issued  license  plates  for  all  OHVs,  and  an  approved 
spark  arrester  for  all  vehicles.  It  is  illegal  to  cut  switchbacks,  take  shortcuts,  or  travel  cross-country.  Site-specific 
maps  and  other  related  publications  are  available  at  all  forest  offices. 

More  Americans  than  ever  are  using  OHVs  to  enjoy  the  outdoors.  However,  if  not  managed  carefully,  motorized 
recreation  can  damage  both  the  land  and  the  resources  that  visitors  come 
to  enjoy.  In  2005,  the  Forest  Service  published  the  Travel  Management 
Rule  which  requires  each  national  forest  and  grassland  to  designate  those 
National  Forest  System  (NFS)  roads,  NFS  trails,  and  areas  on  NFS  lands 
that  are  open  to  motor  vehicle  use  on  a  motor  vehicle  use  map  (MVUM). 

It  is  the  visitor’s  responsibility  to  obtain  the  current  MVUM  for  that  national 
forest  or  grassland  and  comply  with  the  designations. 


Getting  Around  on  Tonto  National  Forest  Roads 


Rules  of  the  Road 

Safe  driving  on  a  national  forest  requires  alertness.  The  forest  road  system  is  different  from  streets  and 
highways.  Road  conditions  vary  dramatically  and  roads  are  used  by  a  variety  of  travelers.  Licensed 
high-clearance  vehicles,  logging  trucks,  recreation  vehicles,  horseback  riders,  mountain  bikes,  and 
hikers  are  common  sights  on  back  roads  of  the  forest.  National  Forest  route  signs  use  white  numbers  on 
a  brown  background  and  are  posted  at  road  intersections.  Most  national  forest  roads  are  one-lane  dirt 
roads  with  turnouts  for  passing  oncoming  traffic  and  are  not  maintained  for  passenger  cars.  Use  these 
descriptions  to  plan  an  enjoyable  trip  best  suited  for  your  vehicle  and  driving  experience. 


Roads  Suitable  for  Passenger  Cars 


Standard  routes  are  suitable  for  passenger  cars,  but  may  not  be  as  smooth  or  as 
well  maintained  as  county  roads.  Vehicles  that  are  not  licensed  for  use  on  streets 
and  highways  may  not  be  operated  on  standard  or  service  roads  except  when 
specifically  authorized. 


Roads  Not  Suitable  for  Passenger  Cars 


Certain  roads  such  as  service  roads  and  4WD  roads  receive  minimal  maintenance.  These  roads 
either  are  not  shown  on  the  Forest  Service  map  or  are  shown  by  solid  or  dashed  parallel  lines. 
These  roads  are  rarely  suited  for  passenger  car  travel.  If  you  choose  to  travel  minimally  maintained 
roads,  you  may  find  rocks,  downed  trees,  road  washouts,  and  brush  encroaching  on  the  roadway. 
Drive  slowly  and  carry  equipment  such  as  an  axe,  shovel,  gloves,  and  fuel. 
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Many  of  these  roads  are  closed  during  winter  and  wet  weather.  Even  where  they  are  not  closed,  please 
DO  NOT  drive  on  these  roads  in  wet  weather  because  you  will  leave  wheel  ruts.  Some  route  markers 
may  be  missing;  watch  for  changes  in  road  conditions.  Check  with  local  Forest  Service  offices  for 
specific  travel  information. 


Closed  Roads 

Roads  on  national  forests  may  be  closed  for  a  variety  of  reasons.  Forest  roads  are  sometimes  closed 
during  winter  to  prevent  the  rutting  of  soft  roadbeds  during  and  following  wet  weather,  to  reduce 
disturbances  to  wildlife  during  nesting  season  and  other  critical  periods,  to  ensure  public  safety,  or 
because  of  high  fire  danger.  Sometimes  road  use  is  restricted  due  to  maintenance  or  other  reasons. 
Check  with  local  Forest  Service  offices  to  inquire  about  current  road  closures  and  hazards  and  to  obtain 
current  motor  vehicle  use  maps  (MVUMs). 


Winter  Vehicle  Travel 

Snow  conditions  may  result  in  closure  of  some  Forest  Service  roads.  Winter  travelers  should  carry  tire 
chains  at  all  times  and  be  prepared  to  spend  long  periods  of  time  in  the  car.  Carry  blankets  or  sleeping 
bags,  warm  clothes,  water,  food  and  other  necessities,  and  a  snow  shovel,  and  travel  with  a  full  tank  of 
gas. 
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Tread  Lightly 

“Tread  Lightly”  is  a  practice  that  allows  you  to  enjoy  the  national  forest  without  changing  or  damaging  it.  It  is 
a  willingness  to  assume  responsibility  to  care  for  the  land  and  respect  the  rights  of  those  you  meet  along  the 
way  and  those  who  follow  you.  The  five  basic  principles  of  the  “Tread  Lightly”  program  are  to: 

•  Travel  only  where  permitted. 

•  Respect  the  rights  of  others. 

•  Educate  yourself. 

•  Avoid  streams,  meadows,  and  wildlife 

•  Drive  and  travel  responsibly.
